All of the above cited documents disclose a method of wiring circuits by providing a loom with separately 
insulated cables terminating in connectors such as sockets. However all these documents are directed to wiring in 
the automobile industry where the supply voltages are low. The present invention is directed to wiring in the 
building/housing industry where, particularly higher supply voltages are used. Therefore the claimed invention is 
new and is also inventive because it is not obvious in the light of any of the cited documents nor disclosed in any 
obvious combination. 

Therefore claims 1-20 satisfy the PCT criteria 33(2)-(3) for novelty and inventive step. 
All of claims 1-20 are industrially applicable. 
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VIIL Certain observations on the international application 



The following observations on the clarity of the claims, description, and drawings or on the question whether the claims are fully 
supported by the description, are made: 

1. Some of the claims use the phrase 'immediately preceding claim' which does not read well- see for example 
claim 2. 



2. Claim 1 1 lacks clarity because there are no prior references to 'the sockets' (page 15 line 7) and 'the loom' - 
page 15 line 3. 
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
